TRAINING A HORSE FOR A SINGLE RACE. 

Writing of the ditfieulty attendant on training a 
horse for a single great raw*. ’’Vigilant.” of Lon- 
don Sport-sniaii. sa.vs; 

”I lK*lieve old Tom JennIiTgs onI.y once got Rayon 
d’Or tliorongIil.v to IDs liking, aiul that was on the 
,St. Lcger da.v of his year. His instructions to Jem 
Goat«-r. W’lio riMle tlie Idg chestnut, w’ere: ‘You must 

come right tlirougli with iiiiii. for this horse Is 
trained, and if I see you waitiiig or easing him I’ll 
slioot you.’ ‘Riglit. sir. th(*re’ll lie no shooting.’ said 
floater, and, sure enough. Rayon <l’Or strung out IDs 
fielii ill tremendous styh*, no St. Leger ever being 
won more easily. 

“Some such tlioiights as th»*se have always been 
in iny iiiiiid wlicn 1 have contended that Ladas, after 
w’lnning the Two Thousand Guineas. New’market 
Stakes and Derliy. liad iH,t a r«*all.v fair cbaiici- 
iigaiiisf Isiiigl.-iss, w’ho w’as s|M*ciall.v trained for the 
Princess of M'ales Stak(*s and tlie Eclipse Stakes of 
that .vear. and was not w'anted for an.v earlier rac«* 
that season. A fine fdiject lesson in the training of 
a Clip horse w’as tliat of which i’crsiiiimon w’as th** 
sulDc<-t. He W’as worked throughout the whole 
spring and early summer with the di-finite, single 
idea that lie should lu* at IDs very lu*st on the Ascot 
(’ui> ila.v — and wliat a horse he was w’hen the time 
came I It is md often, however, that owners are 
patient enough for tliat sort of thing, and training 
hors»*s must Ik- imw’ to a certain extent a question of 
compromise, skill lielng shown in keeping a hors«* 
soincwliere near the border line of fitness as long as 
p«)ssihle. ()<*easioiiall.v. liowever. we fiml horses, like 
White Eagle, mum wiilcli tlie tactics of compromise 
arc useless. Ib- can Ik* traiiuHl for one rac<*. hut it 
almost pass<‘s the w’it of man to keep him at concert 
pitcli for anotlier.”

SOMETHING OF THE ST. LEGER. 

Odd HapptninRS in Connection with Running of 
Great English Classic. 

Tlie St. la*Rcr is the only one of the big KnRlish 
classies that reinaiiis to Ik* run this season, and from 
re eiit devi li.pinciits it Idds fair to be the race of tin* 
year, if not tlie most sensational turf cont«*st of this 
Reiicrat ion. It is seheduled for decision at Doncaster 
S«’ptcmlK*r S. The fact that KiiiR Kdwanl'a Derby 
winner, .Minoru, will be iu trim for the fray is doiiiR 
a Rrcat tl«al toward attractiiiR attention to the fix- 
ture. for a royal vietory at Doneaster would in* 
soiiietiiiiiR new. Another thiiiR which has arousi'il 
the curiosity of the turf-Roers to fever pitch is the 
return to form of Bayardo. the uiilH*atcu tW’o-y«*ar 
old of last y«*ar. and for a while the Derby favorite. 

Of all the races of tlie EiiRlish turf none has a 
more* iiitercstiiiR and varit‘«i history thau the St. 
LeRer. It was founded alniut 1775 liy Colonel 
Aiitliouv St. LeRer, then known as Jack, and one 
of the wildest characters of his time. He was a 
close friend of the I'riiice of Wales, after Gi'orge 
IV.. and the records have it that he was also a 
founder of tlic famous llcll Flic Club. The St. LeRcr 
family ranks uinoiiR tlic British pi*eraRCS by tbe 
ducal tiousc of Kutlaud. and tbe present Lord Don- 
♦•railc is Edward St. I>cRcr. Wlicn William the 
Conuucror lirst set his foot on EiiRlisb soil be was 
escorti'd from Ids lioat b.v one of tbe St. lA'Ri'rs, and 
later a St. LeRer married the sister of King Edward 
IV. 

One of the queerest tbiiiRs abtiut the history of 
tlie race is that it is not easy to know when the first 
St. LeRer was exactly run. AccordinR to Huff and 
other turf clironiclers, tlic first winner dates from 
1776. tlic horse liciiiR Allabuculin and the owner Lord 
KockiiiRhaiii. Tlie winner in 1777 was Btmrbon and 
ill J778 llollandaise. owned by Sir Thomas Gas- 
coiRuc. Ill this latter year the race was first christ- 
ened, the other two Im'iiir referred to as “a sweep- 
stakes of 2,'i Ruineas each for three-year-olds; colts, 

8 stone; fillies, 7 stone 12 pounds; in one two-mile 
heat.” It was always a Rreat northern sportinR 
event, l*ut ill its early days it did not possess a 
clean name for s|Kirtshianship, and the trickery of 
trainers ami some owners went so far that there was 
talk of haviiiR the iiieetiuR expuiiRed from the racing 
calendar. 

It seems one of th(* most frequent forms of mal- 
practice was the trick of causing a lot of falst* 
starts so as to put certain horses out of the race. 
The very worst case s|M»keu of was the rac*e of 
1827, which was finally won l»y a mare called Ma- 
tilda, there lieing no less thau eight false starts be- 
fore the horses got away. This miuilier of bad 
lireaks had an object, and that was to hamper Mame- 
luke. Dcrliy winner of the year, and the trick worked 
well, for Mauiciiikc did nut tiRurc in the first three. 
It afterward leaked out that a clique of iiorthcrii 
jockeys eiiRlinered the whole thiuR. as they hated 
to se«* a St. la-Rer wou by a Newmarket rider on a 
Ib'rtiy winner. 

At about this time there was in vogue a peculiar 
kind of iM'ttiiiR which had a bearing also on the 
false starts and other slick doings at the post. For 
instance, a man wonld U*t that twenty horses would 
start, though there was not the least likelihood of 
that miiiilier turning out for the race. Then when 
liis money was up he would scour the adjoining 
country for all tin* available animals and t*nter them, 
iiiakiiiR sure that the r«s|uircd numlier faced the 
starter. It made little difference to the bettor how 
far some of the liors»*s ran: if they were at all 
able to lejive the starting line they answered his 
purpose, lu a little while, liowever, the managers 
of the iue«*t got wise to the* situation and raised the 
subseriptioii iiioiie.v, and the false starts and paddetl 
entry list at once disupp<*ared. The jostling, pocket- 
ing and similar tactics rcmainiHl for a while lonRer, 
and in 18.34 there was a notable case of robber.y. 
Among the horses to go to tlie post w’as Plenipoten- 
tiary. the Derby winner of that year and rated as an 
except iona 11. y fast sta.ver, Imt he received such 
tiumpiiiR ami tossing that he finished the very worst 
horse in the race. 

Pcrliaps one of the gr(*atest of all St. Leger win- 
ners was West Australian, and a plot was hatcheil 
that he should under no circumstances bo allowed 
to win. Ill the flrst place an enemy was found work- 
ing in the stabb*. iirobably with the intention of 
drugging th«* liorse so that he should not even get 
as far as Itoncastcr. Cli'ver watehing on the part 
of his trainer prevented West Australian being tam- 
|K*rod with, Imt the daiig<*r did not end there, for 
there was a liorse actually imt in the race to knock 
him over if evcryiliing else faih*d. Tlic animal was 
named Scythian and was rhidcii b.v a northern jockey 
named John VV’ells. while Frank Butler, one of the 
lM*st Newmarket men of the day, had the job on 
West Australian. 

Befon* tile liorses wiTo saddled Butler was told 
iiliout Wells, and tho Newiiiark«*t chap kept a sharp 
l*M>kout for the enemy. Several tiiii»*s Wells tried 
to throw ills mount in front of Itutler. but every 
iitt<‘iiipt was useless and West Australian led the 
field home. After the horsi*s went back to th«* 
paddiK’k Ijord Derby walked around to have a ehat 
with Butler, when the jo«*kp.v told liini a ver.v plain 
tale. Said Butler in liis quaint dialc'Ct; “He coined 
it me once, im* lord, and then he corned at me again, 
iiid when he coined at me the third time, close to the 
Kill House. 1 see wliat he was hup to; so I hups 
wi’ me whip an I sa.vs, ‘You daiiiiied young devil. 
If you eoiiics at iiio again. I’ll knock your damned 
lieye out I” 

III tile long list of years there have Imm'D some 
i;i*eat rai-i K for the St. Ia*ger. Probably om* of tlie 
great«*st was iliat of 18,'iO. when Voltigeur won after 
ii dead iieat witli Knss)K>rougli. It is a fact wortli 
iiieiitioninjr tliat Voltigeur figures in the pedigree of 
Mayardo’s dam four generations baik. After tin* 
iiumlM*rs had been lioist<‘d aiiiiouiieing the dead heat, 
Voltigeur’s trainer was for taking him luiek to liis 
box to have him done up. but .lolin Scott, the obi 
“Wizard of tin* North.” gave advicM* to the <*oiitrary 
to Ii«»rd Zi'tland. the horse’s owner.

Won were so juliilaiit tliat as iiinii.v as could prcss<*d 
around the horse and wiped the sw’eat off him with 
Hivir liHiidkerchiefs for the purpose of ki*<*|)ing them 
IIS iiieiiieiitos. 

A curious coincidence In connection with the St. 
L(*r<t is (lie frequency with which it has lM?en won 
l»y tlie same owner in succession. The list of win- 
ners shows tliat it has lM*en won by two owners 
lhn*o v(*ars iu suceession. Atnoiig tlie 4»wners who 
won it ill the early .years of the last C4*ntury was 
iKud Fiizwiliiam. the family iM'ing noted for its 
^npiMirt of tin* Doncaster races. In those days 
Hh* Htzwilliarn household us4*d to have a feudal pm- 
cession from Weiitworfh. tin* Yorkshire seat, to the 
town moor. Each carriage wa's drawn by six fine 
ba.vs niagiiifieentl.v equipp(*d. Twent.v outriders were 
ill front, while in the n*ar were the lM*tter class 
tenants, and they iymIc four abreast, the whole 
thing bK>kiiig like a cavalry n*gimcnt. But in mat- 
ters of this kiinl there are no |M*oplc* more imtriotie 
than Yorkshiremen. It is on record that oin* York- 
sliirenian— Sir Tatton Sykes— saw the St. L«*ger no 
less than .seventy-six times. .loim Scott, already 
spoken of. trained sixt«*<*u wiiiui*rs iu a rwriod of 
thirty five years. 

.Nearly all the big races on the otlier side of tin* 
Atlantic have been subjects for those who <lrf*am 
of the first past the post, but above all the St. Ia*ger 
is tbe dreamer’s race, and tln*re an* on record nunn*r- 
oiis instnin-es. Due of tin* most notable is that of tin* 
elieniist named Pe.it, who liv»*il at Kedear and w'lio 
drejinicd tliat In* saw’ the mure (’aller On flying past 
the iK.st a w’iiiin*r. Next day when he started to 
back Ills vision s«mie friends told him that tlio man? 
was not even likely to run. Thereuiion I’eat imme- 
diately wrote* to rAiisoii, her trainer, telling iiim of 
tin* dream ami off«*riiig to iiay ail expenses If the 
mare was only sent to the mist. Whether or not 
I -\nsoii wns giv<*n to su|M*rstition is not know’u, but 
he w’rote back to Peat saving that siMUier than ilis- 
appoint liliii fin* mare would run ami declliiwl the 
offer f>f exp(*iises. 

Peat took the answer as a further sign that tin* 
dream would come true, and he put on a little more 
nioiiey. Sure enough Caller On won. Two others 
y,’ho profited well l»y dn*ams were Amais Charb*s 
Oi’de-Powlett and his brother. T. ()rd«*-Powlett 
.younger lirothers of tin* late Lord Bolt*m, The 
former dreamed of Voltigeur’s success in the Derliv. 
and also tin* .second and third horses, and bctwe«‘*n 
tlieiii tilt' brotliers won a handsome sum. The mother 
of tliese sporrsmeii was a gn*at dreamer, for on two 
<*ei;nsi«»ns sin* dreamed lln* winner of the St Leger 
She told her husbami each time*, and In* having faitli 
in lier visions wf*n big sums upon ca<*li «K*casion. 

(’Iiarles Dickens visited Doncaster in 18.*»7 on his 
way Iioiiie from a lioliti.iy in the north, lie knew 
nothing alMiiit a horse nor did lie dream, .vet. as has 
happened to many a novi<*e before, he piVked three 
winners. Dn entering the course tlie great iinvi*||sl 
wrote “Iiiiperieuse” on Mie card, tlioiigli some one 
told liiin tliat Blink Bonny might have a rikm! show’ 
as lie had won tin- Derliy. Tliat did not sway 
Dii’keiis. and he even wrote tin* names of two other 
liorses in file two races Im*Iow the St. Ijt*ger. Singu- 
larly enough th«* tliree horses w’on.
